Reports have been received from various field divisions indicating 
copies of ten additional stolen FBI documents have been released to the news 
media by the Citizens Commission to Investigate the FBI. Reports received thus 
far indicate the "Washington Post, " the "Philadelphia Evening Bulletin, " and the 
Chicago Bureau of the "Los Angeles Times" are recipients of this material. Both 
the "Philadelphia Evening Bulletin" and the Chicago Bureau of the "Los Angeles 
Times" have alerted our field offices. No direct information has been received, 
from the "Washington Post" at this time. U &O 

These documents have not been previously made public lay the Citizens 
Commission. An announcement accompanying the documents is entitled "Packet 
#2, Documents 15-24. " Copies furnished the Chicago Bureau of the "Los Angeles 
Times" have been received at the Bureau and have been preliminarily examined 
by the Laboratory Division. The characteristic markings of the Xerox 660 used 
for copying previous specimens were not noted thereon. Neither was there any 
indented writing or watermarks of value. Examination is continuing. There 
follows a brief description of each document: U

The rebels are mem- 
w bers of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS), a nationwide organi- 
zation with chapters on over 250

Thcy admit that their campaign was 
a failure, which they ascribe to stu- 
dent and faculty apathy, and to the 
administration's refusal to hear and 
to heed their policy recommenda- 
tions. 

SDS rebels then resorted to their 
ultimate political weapon: the initia- 
tion 6t physical force, believing that 
they had a moral right to do so be- 
cause they were "acting in a good 
cause." In the past, they had re- 
leased many trial balloons to test 
this technique: they had obstructed 
N.R.O.T.C. graduation ceremonies; 
they had staged sit-ins in the offices 
of university administrators; and 
they had prevented recruiters for 
business firms and the C.LA. from 
interviewing on campus.

The faculty mediators la- 
bored under the belief that 
the rebels would be willing to 
negotiate for a peaceful so- 
lution to the mounting crisis.

On the evening of March 12, 1971, he had returned 
from New York City and intended to board at the Suburban Sta- 
tion, Philadelphia, John F. Kennedy Boulevard and 16th Streets, 
the 11 o'clock train to Media, Pa., but missed that train and 
took the next Penn Central train at 11:55 p.m. which arrived 
in Media, Pa., at 12:30 a.m., March 13, 1971. The 11 o'clock 
and the 11:55 trains operate between Philadelphia and Media, 
the last stop of each train being the station at Media, Pa. 
He was seated in one of the coach cars waiting for the train 
to pull out from the station when five white male individuals 
seated themselves in the two seats ahead of him, one of which 
seats was against the bulkhead or front wall of the car. 
Two of these individuals were seated facing him; the other 
three turned the back of the seat toward him and seated them- 
selves with the backs of their heads to* him. He was of the 
initial impression when he first saw them that they were 
Swarthmore College students because many of the students take 
the Penn Central train and the manner of their dress.
